Tb«  eomniiue  art  happjr  to  rrport  tbat, 
notwltbitaiidlDg  the  d«pr»s»ed  c'.rcurasuincfs 
of  U)B  limes,  ibejr  bate  coniinued  lo  exiriid 
Ibe  beneHts  of  tbe  laatitution  to  the  sick  and 
■tttieted.  Since  the  Ust  Ufport  niof  pniifoli 
bare  beeJ  admitted  ;  one  bas  died,  and  eight 
bare  been  discharged  cuRvalesceiit. 

lo  order,  howo»er,  to  enable  tbero  lo  ilo 
tbii,  tbey  bavo  beea  compelled  to  reduce  ihe 
allowances  to  tbeir  ctHcient  nur^e  and  ninirun, 
Mrs.  Ford,  daring  tba  periods  wben  tbcir  ure 
no  patients  in  tbe  Indrmary. 

It  will  appear  from  lb*  Treasarer'a  rrport 
that  toe  total  cootributloni  have  amounied  to 
$1720,  while  tbe  toul  expenditure  on  hehnlf 
of  the  patients  has  fallen  abort  of  $IU5U.  It  is 
obvious,  therefore,  that,  but  (or  the  debt  which 
presses  upon  tbe  iustitution,  there  would  have 
beta  a  contidernble  balance  lo  Us  cirdii.  Tb« 
committee  view  this  aa  an  encouragement  to 
persevere  lo  this  benevolent  work. 

To  guard  the  iaatUutioo  against  needless 
expendilnre,  paying  patients  have  been  rc- 
i|uired  to  make  some  payment  in  advance ,  «$ 
tbit  duty  is  sometimes  forgotten  alter  tbe 
benefits  hare  been  enjoyed.  Ii  is  pleialng, 
however,  to  notice  more  than  one  case  in 
which,  without  any  engagement,  discharged 
patients  have  testifi<!d  their  appreciatioo  of 
tbe  blessings  they  have  received,  by  becoming 
liberal  contributors  to  tbe  funds. 

A  aeries  of  lectures  and  concerts,  under  tbe 
ausplocs  of  tbe  Bishop  and  Mra.  Ilills,  has 
netted  upwards  of  $330  towards  the  liquida- 
tion of  lbs  debt  and  of  the  intereat  thereon, 
which  now  amouoU  to  t77I ;  but  it  la  hoped 
that  tbe  vote  of  f  350  made  aome  time  ago  by 
I  ha  Uonse  of  itaaembly  will  be  paid  by  the 
UoTcrnment  and  assist  to  relieve  tbe  Inatita- 
lioo  of  this  burden. 

Mr*.  .Seymour  bat  kindly  consented  to  bei- 
come  a  Pairooesa  of  the  Infirmary. 

la  conclusion  tbe  committee  would  tbank 
the  mbscrlbers  and  donors  (or  tbeir  benevu< 
lent  libeiality ;  and  her*  they  would  not  fail  lo 
mention  the  great  obligation  which  the  sub- 
scrlberi>,  patients,  and  managers,  are  under  lo 
tbe  carelui  allention  of  the  medical  gentlemen 
who  have  given  tbeir  valuable  and  yrbtuitous 
services  to  the  charily.  Tbey  would  exprea* 
their  firm  belief  that  an  iDalitatlon  which  ex* 
tends  it*  btneflls  tu  all,  wlibout  leipect  to 
Mttonality  or  deoomlnatiDo,  will  not  ba  aut^ 
fertd  to  langniah  for  want  of  funds.  They 
would  alill  appeal  to  Ihe  women  of  ibis  colony 
not  to  look  coldly  on  a  work  which  la  sj  cal- 
cnlatcd  to  conduce  to  the  comfort  and  eleva- 
tion ot  their  aex.  Tbe  manager*  may  *ome> 
time*  feel  a  difficulty  In  drawing  a  line  as  to 
lb*  «**••  which  d*terv*  Mtmiislon,  but  th*y 
btlier*   that   tli*   aulMorlbers  will  fully  bear 


them  out  in  tbe  view  that,  while  tbey  should 
guard  ibd  InsUtution  agalust  being  made  tbe 
stitrling  point  for  s  fresh  career  in  vice,  they 
should  never  turn  away  a  poor  perishing  out- 
cast, by  whatever  causes  her  affliction  may 
have  been  produced.
